EdisHdiioii, Nov. 12. — Sir Charles Tup- 
per, Canadian high commiBsioner, delivered 
a looturo before the Geographical society to- 
day lUpon the reaouroes and general condi- 
tion of Canada. Ho dwelt upon the influ- 
ence of confedoratioc upon tha economic 
position of tho Uominion as aeeu in tho 
enormous developments of trade and com- 
merce and tha proeperity of the country 
generally ainos tho eatablishniont of tho 
Dominion, eapeciiilly- in tho expanaion of 
foreign oommctoa. Canada's trade in 1S93 
and 1894, he naid, was the highest e\e 
reached, and the incroaee since 1877 had 
been 90 per cent. Tho stability of trada had 
been remarkable ; in spite of tho McKinley 
law, the financial disturbances and full of 
prices Canada had been little affected. Tho 
demiknd for staple products and exports was 
at high as ever, The stability of the coun- 
try lay in~ the soundneaa of its banking aye- 
tern and the prudence of its traders. Tho 
excellence of iho national orodit had been 
shown in the success of tho recent loan, 
which was now at par. Ho referred to 
Canada^a expansive coal and iron resourcee 
and the deposits of nickel, and expressed bis 
belief that wheat would oontinue to be the 
great staple product of the Northwest terri- 
tories long after the U. S. had ceased to 
grow it at a proSt or to export it.

The grand jury brought 
in a true bill in two caaca of alleged embez- 
zlement agaioat Lawyer Bouitbee, Vancou- 
ver. When the Boultbe* cose woa oallod 
Mr. Bouitbee wttB obsent, and not answering 
to hia name Justice Drake declared bis ball 
forfeited. A few minutoa later Mr. Bouit- 
bee appeared. 

Tho North Vancouver murder trial wua 
fire'j taken up. Aleck, an Indian, waa ar- 
rested in AuguBt on tho charge of murder- 
ing one MoKorie ab North Vancouver oo 
August 4, by nearly chopping hia head off 
with an axo. Tho priaoner seems remark- 
ably cool, and apparently anxioua to explain 
to tho court how he killed McRorio while 
drunk. When arreated ho made a confes- 
sion of hia crime. On being told of hia 
crime in the court he said: "I did ib. I 
don't wiah to hide it." Juatioo Drake said 
that though ho had pleaded guilty the evi- 
dence must go before the ocurt. Priaoner 
then said : " I'm nob sure I did it ; I was 
drunk." Mr. Bowaer wai tbeu asked to 
defend the prisoner, and when the oonrt 
adjourned he was doing his best at a mo- 
ment's notice for the aelf-oonvicted prisoner. 
Aleck seems to he enjoying the prooeedingB 
and leans over the box drinking in every 
word with apparent pleasure, ocoaaionally 
helping the prosecution as to detail.

St. PETERSimRO, Nov, 12.— Owicg to the 
large quantity of floating ice in the Neva 
the Iroltaki pontoon bridge has been re- 
moved. This has necessitated a change of 

the route of tho prooeasion to morrow. The 
body will arrive at Nicolaa station, where a 
short service will be held. The column will 
traverao the Novaki prospeot to St. leaac's 
cathedral, where it will stop for a short 
time^ while the clergy say praysrs and bless- 
ings as in Moscow. From St. Isaac's Ib will 
proceed through tho Senate place, along the 
English quay, across the Nicolas atone 
bridges along the Univoraity quay, past the 
bourse, over the bridge, through tho Zoo- 
logical garden atreot, along the Alexander 
proapectj and over the Neva Kronveraky 
bridge, entering the fortress by Peter the 
Great's gate. During the prooession mass 
will be said in the Fortreas Cathedral, min- 
ute guna will be fired and belle will be 
tolled In tht) cathedral where tho body is to 
lie. Everything waa completed thia morning 
by the court ofEclala, 

The o&tafalque occupiea most of the cent- 
ral portion marked by four enormous pillars. 
Above and aupported by the pillara ia a 
lofty canopy surmounted with a golden re- 
production of tho Imperial crown, bearing 
aloft a high gold croea. Between tho crown 
and each pillar hanga a wide band of bro- 
caded silver cloth lined with ermine. The 
dais has three atepa covered with magenta 
velvet on which glitter hundroda of golden 
eagles. The windows are draped ao heavily 
as to lot in oniy subdued light. Alexander 
Ill's Buaalan ordcra will be placed on 
cushions at the head of tho catafalque ; 
and his foreign orders on cuabiona 
at the feet. The grave or tomb opena 
tbrongb the pavement on the left side of 
the cathedral. It is nest to his mobher'e, 
juat beyond which is his father's tomb, 
rhe sidca of the ' open grave have been 
lined with metal. 

Although the Czar's funeral is a week off, 
the streets are crowded and strangers 
are coming to the olty 1^ scores 
with every train. Nearly a thou- 
sand wreaths and oroases have been 
received from princes and members of courts 
and fully a thouoond more aro expected to 
arrive with tho body. Tho work of draping 
tlioci'y ia being pushed rapidly to com- 
pletion, but all the decorationa are made 
under tho management of the police; they 
are inartiatio and monotonous. 

London, Nov. 12 —The Duke of i'nrk 
started thia oveningfor St. Peteraburg. He 
ia accompanied by Lord Carrington, the 
dolegato who has ohargo of the huge wreath 
acnl by Her Mujtaty. The Duko of Cou- 
natiRht httB postponed hia departure. 

Moscow, Nov. 12. — Tho body of the lato 
Czar waa taken from tho Kremlin to day 
and convoyed to tho railway station en route 
for St. Petersburg. The streets were lined 
with people, troops and profuse mourning 
decorations.

Munn pre- 
aiding. The week's list of business was dia> 
poaed of in short order, and the board ad« 
journed until Friday afternoun, when tha 
subject of desired legislation to be sought afa 
the present session of the legislature will be 
thoroughly gono into. 

First in tho order of communicationa yea. 
terday evening was o letter from H, L. 
Salmon, in whiofa he oompiained in strong 
terma of the " express " nuisance in the 
vicinity of hia businesa premises at the cor- 
ner of Government and Yatea atroots. The 
matter waa referred to tho Chief of Police. 

The Boworoge conimiaaionera addressed 
the council in reforenco to Mr. E. Mohun's 
charges that defective materials are being 
used in the conatruotion of the city aowora, 
the joints and bad bricks being particularly 
referred to. All correapondenoo in this 
matter was enoloaed by the commiasloners, 
who assured the board that all conditions of 
the sewerage oontraots are being faithfully 
complied with. This report went to the 
sewerage committee after some brief disona- 
aioD. The commissioners also advised that 
a aum of $4,000 odd, whioh had been paid 
out of the general revenue for pipes anbse- 
quently used in sewerage woric, be restored 
to the general tevenne oat of sewerage 
account. 

Chief Deasy, of the fire department, pre- 
eented a special report, in the course of 
which he had the following to aay regarding 
the fire alarm system os it now ia : 

" I have the honor to again call your a'i- 
tention to tho unsatisfactory condition ot 
tho fire alarm syatem. Relying on a call 
firo department, it is abcolutoly necessary 
that the alarm should bo heard by tho men 
working and sleeping outside the fire halla. 
Since the fire alarm was first installed, three 
years ago, it haa been a source of trouble, 
and at all hours, night and day, the fire- 
men are called out through croaiied wlrea. 
Night after night I nave been called out of 
bed, until the doctors tell mo that my 
health ia broken. The reasons for thia stalo 
of things were explained long ago. The • 
alarm system was not properly installed, 
and a former council paid tho contraotors 
SC,.30O in the face of a request that some 
proper electrician examine the work before 
paying that amount. The Gamewell firo 
alarm system is the beat in the worlc ; it ia 
in use in all large oltiee, and if properly 
placed and oared for ehonld work well hero. ' 
The proper ^'person to look after this moat . 
imporimnt'liranoh is a firac claaa electrician. - 
The oitizeOB depend upon it and the firemen 
have no other means of knowing the locaticn 
of fires. At the instance of Mr. Stiokela 
several changes were made which helped to - 
keep the alarm system from breaking down 
entirely. At present one of the osU men 
attends to the Work at a salary of (10 per 
month. The City Eleotrioian : would be the 
proper person to look after onr fire alarm 
system, and I trust immediate attentinu 
will be given to this very important bratc i 
of the fire aervioe," 

The report went to the fire wardens for 
considerationa. 

Among other reports waa one from tho 
finance committee recommending miscel- 
lanooua diabursementa out of the general 
revenue and varioua special funda ; thia tot k 
the uaual course. Tho electric light com- 
mittee adviaed the invitation of tendera, re- 
coivablo until the lO h inat., for tupplies re- 
quired in connection with electric light con- 
airuotioa work; tho recommendation Wiia 
acted upon. Tho streets committee re- 
ported advising that tho city carpenter con- 
struct a very necessary aidowalk on 
Catharine atreot, Victoria Weat, and move 
back Mr. B. W. Pearae'j fenco the distanco 
required for tho widening of Cadboro Bay 
road ; deaired improvemonta on Battery 
stroaV, Francis livenue, Edmonton road, 
Lampson street, and ono or two other 
thoroughfares wcro recommended to ba 
carried out " as soon aa funds ahall be 
available." 

The committee laid before tho council tho 
opinion of the City Barriatera that nothing 
could be done in tho matter of the old 
Etquimalt road complaint, tho property in 
dispute not having been included in the land 
taken over by tho city on the extsnaion of 
tho city limits. Aid Baker explained that 
in view of the legal opinion obtained 
nothing could be done. The property fenced 
in waa not a portion of the road. In order 
to enable the passage of vehicles and pedes- 
trians the oommlttee reoemmended tho 
blasting of a little rook and the shifting of 
the railway fences. The cost would be little 
and it would meet the demands of the resi> 
denta. 

The report was adopted. 

A. L* Belyea addressed the board through 
Mr. K. B, McMioking, superintendent of 
electric lighta, atuting that ho hud been, ro- 
queaced to claim ono month's pay for ao 
eleotrio trimmer named RofTuae, recently 
laid ofT by tho city.

Tho Chairman directed attention to tho 
fact that tho contractor who bad in hand 
the work of digging post holts for tho elec- 
tric light polea had already completed more 
than tho numbor of holes apooified in tho 
contTiiot. Ho suggested that the remaining 
holes be dug by day labor and tho work dis- 
tributed among deaerving applicanta, of 
course at no higher price than that in the 
contract. Tho suggestioi^ Was generally en* 
dorssd and by reBOlntib'n ordired to be oar,, 
ried into efTsct, 

Ald. Lkuimoiiam directed attention to 
the faot that the legislature ia now in aos- 
aion, and if any ohangos are to be made this 
year io the Munioipaliliea Act preliminary 
atepa must bo taken quickly. It had bean 
suggested that a citlea act bo obtained for 
tho better government of the first class cities 
of the province, tho other and smaller muni- 
cipalities being left under the existing act. 

After a short discusaion it was decidsd to 
hold a special meeting on this Bubject Friday 
afternoon, to which date the conncll ad- 
journed. Tho morobnra of the board meeb

-Victoria Flour For the Orient- 

The JCUifjatini's Kejialrs. 

The Cinadiac-Auatralian linor Miowera, 
Captain James Stott, arrived hero from Syd- 
ney, N. S. W., shortly after 8 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. She sailed from the latter 
port at noon on Saturday, October '20, call- 
ing at Suva, Fiji, wboro a stay of eight 
hours was made on tho 2Gtb ult., and reach- 
int; Honolulu on tho .3rd instant. Seven 
hours were spent in the Hawaiiu n capital. 
Immediately after clearing Sydney heads 
bdverse weather was encountered with 
strong head winds and heavy seas. These 
were carried most of the way to Honolulu, 
after whioh fine weather was experienced to 
Cape Flattery, There tbe dreaded fog held 
the steamer for an entire day and night. 
Since the Miowera was lost here she has 
been in the hands of the shipbuilders in 
England where extensive improvements 
have been made, calculated to render her 
much more serviooublo on her present route. 
Tho aftor bolda havo been insulated and a 
cimpleto freczini; plant has bee;i added, 
the accommodation being for 11,000 
oarcaaos of mutton, i. trial ship 
ment of which ia being made on 
this voyage. It ia fully anticipated that 
when proper cold storage faciiitiea are pro- 
vided at the various porta of call this 
branch of cargo will matorially ineroaao. 
All ahipinonta liuvu special care and atten- 
tion, tho ship carrying a euecial refriger- 
ating engineer for that purpose alone. Tho 
nocond'Olaaa cabin accommodation has also 
boon entirely renewed, a comfortable aalonn 
having been erected, and cabins ecjual in ac- 
commodation to those of the first class have 
been put up.

POETIC JUSTICE. 



The ludian Who Precipitated the Ke- 
cent Troable on tbe Beaerva- 
tion Is Dead, 

Flying From Arrest He Contracta a 
Cold Which Frovea Imme- 
diately Fatal. 



There is a sequel to the story of the fight 
on tho Songees reaervation on the night of 
the 15th of November luat, in which Indian 
William Bailey received a fatal wound from 
a police revolver. The aoono of thia later 
chapter ia laid at Muir creek (Sooke), a 
little stream on the eouthwest cooat of tbo 
island, and it oonoems the man who pre- 
cipitoted tho tragedy by leading the crowd 
of excited Indians ugainat the police and 
himeelf attacked Sergeant H. A. Levin with 
u knife, 

When tho unlucky Biiley received tho 
bullet in hia leg, thia man, who had been 
chiefly instrumental in bringing tho troublo 
about, promptly li}ok to over, and though 
the police aearched diligent ly for him all 
that night and at frciiueut intervals until 
tho doalh of Hailey and the holding of the 
inquest, not the alighteat hint aa to hia 
wheroabouto could be gained. Had he been 
found ho would doubtless have been sen- 
tenced to u term of several months' im- 
prisonment ; ho was not looated, and his 
own exoesaoa have brought him their own 
and a far severer penalty. 

Just how this man left tbe reservation 
between the time of the offioera' escape to 
tho city and their return with reinforce. 
monts to the reservation half an hour later 
la not definitely known. It is supposed, 
however, that aeeiimpanied by the Siwaah 
policeman, who alao plcysd so disgraceful a 
part in the meloo, ho paddled out to Sea- 
bird ialand in hia own canoe. Certain it la 
that the two wore Seen at tho Rocka the fob 
owing day. 
A week later till) knife-wiolder was ulSaji 
Juan river, and from there he went to Mulr 
creek. Tlie story of hia end there, in which 
poetic justico appuaia to take a part, ia thuii 
told in a private message which a member 
of tho Coi.o.N'isr stair received from Utter 
Point Uiai. .Sunday ; 

" A fugitive Indian belonging to ono of 
tho Wo4t Coast/ tribes died down at Muir 
creek ono day last v/oek — ho was tho man 
that drew tho knifo and provoked tbo row 
In Victoria whi!n the Indian Bailey was 
nhot. llo had bren drinking heavily, and 
when tho Indiana In whoau company ho was 
camped at Muir creek ho caught a bad cold, 
and tho next day was dead. 

" All the other Indiana then left tho aide 
of tho river w'loro they had been camping 
and moved with their 'icktas' over on the 
other side, Thoy wouldn't touch the dead 
man or have anything at all to do with his 
burial. Hia brother paid, a man named 
Campbell $17 to make ^ a rough cuiHn and 
bury him,"

The Australiaa ShearerB' Troubles— 
Prospects of Colonial Federal 

Uuiou- 

Latest Devclopiuents in a Remark 
able Case— Caunibalisiu Ilenewed 
at Bossell Island. 



Aithoagh the aheaiiD^ tronblea through 
out Now South Wales and Viotoria have not 
yoi been finally termin&ted, and oaseB of 
actual or threatened violence ace still heard 
of, yet the general drift of the reports from 
the pastoral district is, according to advices 
brought by the Miowora, decidedly favor- 
able. "The diiBaulty once found in ob- 
taining snffiaient labor," says the Sydney 
Mail, " la diminieblDg ; the men who have 
shorn at one set of stations under the pas- 
toraliata' agroomenb have been ooaveyed to 
others, and begun the Bfttlafaotory diaohargo 
of their new enRagomonle ; and nb various 
points the oampa h*vo broken up and the 
men who composed them are seeking em- 
ployment. It Is due to the government 
and to the polloe to reoogalza th* signs of 
- efiSotenoy in the efiforts to maintain order, 
suppress violence and rost»re cooSdence. 
Meanwhile, some of bhoie men who have 
been endeavoriDf; to sab up an unlawful 
domlnanoe over personal Itberby are fioding 
themselves in atruits. On Ootober Uaix men 
were tried for their participation in tho 
riot at Tol&roo, in Angast, and all 
were convicted — one of( them under the 
additional charge of assault also. One was 
recommended to mercy. The course of 
justice sometimes seems to be slow ; but if 
it cin bo relied upon for suroness it will in 
tho long run have Its legitimate influence. 
All credit is to be given to those station- 
owners who, in spico of diecoaragement and 
at such incoQvenieiJoe, have persistently 
held out agAinet actual or constructive 
coercion, and are now in a fair way of being 
rewarded for their couroKO. From tho time 
when intimidation and violonce commonced, 
tho quoatiou of the monte of the original 
dieputo was removed from consideration, 
and tho right course was to soo the struggle 
through in tho iatereats of liberty." 

" hatovcr indications there may ba," 
says the Sydney Morning Herald, " and we 
do not think that such iadicationa are 
entirely wanting, that tho subject of federal 
union is gaining a olronger influonca on the 
mind of the people of Australia, it oanuot bo 
said that the prospoota ot the movement are 
improving so far as the politicians are con- 
oerned. Amidst the changes of ministers 
tiiali follow each other so frequently in the 
different colonies this subjgoo is reoognized 
AS one upon which something mueb be said 
by the Inooming men, and, if possible, some 
promise mnsb be made ; but the general 
result of these ntterances is not encourag- 
ing. In this colony (N. 8. W.) federation 
had very poor obuioea under the last 
government ; but no one could feel sanguine 
when Mr. Raid accepted cflioe as to the ad- 
vent of better times in that rrspeot. Mr. 
Reid took an early opportunity, after he 
was fairly sett^led in bis seat, of opening 
communications with the governments of 
the other colonies with the professed Inten- 
tion of placing the matter in the position 
whioh its importance deserved. His circular, 
however, was oracular, and whilst failing to 
point definitely towards any particular 
course of action was apparently understood 
by some of his correapondonta as suggesting 
tho initiation of a movement for the mere 
eatobliahment of intercolonial free trade. 
So, apparently, it was understood by Sir 
James Patterson, tho head of the last gov- 
ernment of Victoria, who indicated his 
readiness, if not indeed his strong desire, to 
join in such a movement. But intercolonial 
free trade is not federation, and the efTect of 
a serious movement to set up tho former 
would probobly be to make tho attainment 
of the latter more diiJicult than beforu. Sir 
James Patterson, however, has lost hia poai- 
tion and infiuenco in this matter, and on the 
accession of the Turner ministry to power 
the question arose, iu what light would tho 
subjeob presenb itaolf to tho new men '! That 
question has now been answered. Tho ne- 
gotiations are in the hands of tho Minister 
for Trade and Customs, Mr. l^est, and he has 
taken an early chance of making hia ideas 
known. He makes protection against the 
outside world a neoesfl&ry oondiiion of in- 
tercolonial freo trade, and couples with the 
promise of intercolonial free trade and fed- 
eration tho stipulation that they shall not 
interfere with the proteotion of Victorian 
industries as against the rest of tho world." 

Mr. Young, soon after taking office as 
Minister for Worka for N.S.W., iaaued a 
minute directing that certain precautions 
should be taken in the propiration of gov- 
ernment contracts, with the view of pre- 
venting sweating. It has been B*ld that coip- 
tracts have b' lm lot for government works, 
and that tliu iii :; aoful tenderers have then 
sub-let llieni uL i ikies whioh eriforccd the 
payment of H(jmntliing like atarvatiou wages 
to tho men employed upon them Tlio ob- 
ject of tho niinuto v/an to compel tho pay- 
ment ot the current rates of wage. Tho 
matter was prud.iutly rofiirred to a compe- 
tent board for oonaideration, and. tho report 
of tho board, whiln BuggiiSting a way iu 
which the Miriial iT's <l.'Birij iiiight lie uccom- 
plinhoei, pomtH (nil tli.it, if the cuntrnctn 
stipulated for iho piyiiioiit ot a Htaodurd 
wage, the romilt niinhi lie to exclude from 
employment all iho men who, by woaknesa, 
or age, or dilioiunt tkitl, might ho unable 
to earn it, although they were well able to 
carry through u greater ptrc of the work 
required. In that case the remedy might 
be as bad as or worse than the disease. 

The Sydney Herald says in its issue of 
September 10: "The legislation of tho 
week has seen one very singular thing, at 
least so far oa the Lov/cr House is concern- 
ed, for it will probably rcoelve short shrift 
when it reachcB tho Upper Chamber. About 
(inn yoara ago an old settler named Hawkins 
was found brutally murdtrjd in a gully at 
Kaiwarra, noar thia city. A county rood, 
man, a hitherto woll-conductod Italian 
named Louia Chemis, was urreatcd for tho 
crime. The ovidenco agaioBt. him was puroly 
circiiniui.autiid, and a chief feature in it was 
the liiriiiig io the wound of a wad of nowo- 
paper apparently shot in at closp cjuartera 
from a ahotgun, and which on being opened 
out oorroBponded with mianing portions of a 
newspaper found in Chomia' houso. Chemis 
counsel wuH sickonliii; of typhoid fever and 
wai carried out of court; to ilio during tho 
trial, and a variety of olliur circiimBtuuoes 
eurroundod tho cmo witli a uingular and 
magic iuterest whloli was enhanced 
by tho faob of tho accuuod poascBsing 
ft young wife and two pretty littlo ohildren. 
Chemis was found guilty and sontonoed to 
death, but a great agitation gob up for the 
commutation of tho death Bontonoo, owing 
to a doubt existing in tho public mind as to 
his guilt, resulted in tho commutation being 
I , granted after tho oabinot had gone moab 
exhanstlvely Into the question. Sub- 
sequently proooodinga for perjury were 



taken again tho detectives, and thoao failed. 
From that day to thia, however, there has 
been epaaiiiodic agitation for a ru-trial, and 
this agitation was largely inatrumontal in 
tho passing of a olauoo in tho criminal code 
act last year creating o criminal court cf 
appeal for all future cases. Not content 
with guarding againsb tho future, the 
agitation which was kept up by petitions to 
tho houso, and which was led by tho senior 
government whip, Mr. C. H. Mills, has 
been continued, and that gentleman has 
just suocecded In getting into tho house an 
amendment of the criminal code bill, and 
passing through the house by a very large 
majority a clause specifically allowicg 
Chemis a re-trial of the oase, heard five 
years ago. 

News reached Sydney by the steamer 
Archer on October 6 to the effeot that the 
sovases of Roasell Island, an island lying off 
tho New Guica coast, had attacked a French 
traders' station and killed everyone on the 
place, including the trader. Upon receipt 
of the news inquiries were made of Captain 
'M'George, of the Kurrara. Ho had hoard 
that " a Frenchman who had established 
himself there trading had been killed and 
eaten by the Rossell islanders, and that Mr. 
Butterworth, the roaftistrate, had gone to 
Investigate the affair." Bossel island is no- 
torions for having been the scene of the mas- 
sacre and human feast of a whole ship- 
wrecked crew of Chinese several years ago. 

Tho colonial treasurer for Western Aus- 
tralia estimates the revenue for tho year 
ending Juno, 1895, at £893.150, being an in- 
oroaeo on lust year cf £191,906. The 
treasurer expects increases under the princi- 
pal heads of revenue by the following 
amounts : Customs, £8.3.302 ; land, £9,639; 
poatagp, £'),r)SG; telegrams, £6,796; rail- 
ways, am 4.')li, The expenditure is esti- 
mated at X9.'i4,5Sl, or £i;78,225 more than 
the expenditure for last year. Thia ia due 
mainly to an extensive inoreaae under tho 
beads providing for loans, and also for tho 
following purposes : Police, education, post 
and telegraphs, mines, railwayH, improve- 
ments, worka buildinea, roada and bridges. 
At the end of June, 1895, the tmaaurer ex- 
expects a credit balance of £18,5SS. 

Fifty ainglo young women have left Lon- 
don by the ateamor Gulf of Slam ai freo 
government emigrants for Fremantlc, West- 
ern Austrolia. Sir Malcolm Fraser, agent- 
general for the colony, superintended tho 
embarkation. The giria, whose ages are 
about 20 years, were all selected by the 
United British Women's Emigration Asso- 
ciation, of which the Hon. Mrs. Joyce is the 
vice-president. 

Tho now Victorian ministry has been 
chosen as follows : Mr. Turner, premier 
and treasurer; Mr. Isaacs, attorney gen- 
eral ; Mr. Best, lands ; Mr. Peacock, chief 
secretary ; Mr. Duflfy, postmaster-general ; 
Mr. Foster, mines ; Mr. Taverner, public 
works ; Mr. Williams, railways; SlrF. 8ar- 
good, M.L C, defenoo ; and Mr. Cuthbert, 
M,L.C., solicitor-general. 

The New South Wales cabinet has reduced 
the age at which children will be received in 
the publio schools from six to five years. 

New South Wales mourns sincerely and 
deeply the death of one of her pioneer public 
men. Sir Alfred Stephen, P C, C.B., G.C. 
M.G., who passed away on Ootober 15.

Owing to tho 
absence of President Dole of Hawaii it has 
not been presented. 

An autograph letter of the Czar of Rus- 
sia, recognizing tho republic, was received 
to-day. 

The election was hold Ootober 29 !■ 
aenatora and representatives for tho logiala- 
tore. On the island of Oahu, on whioh 
Honolu ia situate, the candi<i'kti;8 of ihe 
American party wore (dccted as follows : 

For tho Senate —Cfcil Brown, John A. 
MoCandleas, H. W. Schmidt, Henry Water- 
house, Wm. C. Wilder, John N. Wright. 

For the Houso of Representatives- 
Fourth representative district — Charles h.' 
Carter, D. L. Naone and K. C. Winston ; 
Fifth representative diairict — J. C. Cluney, 
James Davis and L K. Halualanl. 

The election was the quietest ever held in 
Honolulu, the day being like a Sunday. 
There was very little traffic, and many peo- 
ple took advantage of the holiday for an 
outing in tho country. 

Complete returns had nob been received 
when the steamer left from the islands of 
Hawaii and Maui, but tbe candidates cer- 
tain of election arc nearly all active sup. 
porters of tho republio, It is believed that 
all the senators strongly support annexation, 
notwithstanding a disposition of fomo of tho 
planters to advocate continued independ- 
ence of tho republio in order to be frte to 
import Aaiatic contract Uibor.

THE GO Vi^RNOR S SPHEOn. 

Tho Govornur's speech rcininda Ihe Re 
preeentativca of the people thot tho Govern 
ment, eince the dissolution of the Legiela- 
tnre, has bad gertous difSculties to nitct 
and to overcome. The fcusineBB depression 
which affected the other putts of tho Do 
minion as well ua the Deighboring republic, 
has been felt in this Pi'ovince, and hfte hnd 
the effdct of diminishing its revenue. In 
this OBse the old saying that " miefortuues 
never oome singly " was realized, for the 
damage done by the Fraser Bivor floods 
both to private property and to publio 
works m&do a lurgo extra oxpondilure an ab 
pnlnte necessity. The Government could not 
ttand by and sco the laud, made unproduo 
tive by the flood, remain idle during the 
U'bole season for want of aid. Xbere vma 
no time to be lost in deliberation. Tho 
tiiflarers needed immodiato relief. They 
^vuntcd urf^cutly food for thcinsclvcs, their 
families and their stuck, and seed to put in 
the ground as soon aa the water receded. 
With the approval of tho people of tho 
whole Province the Government procured 
for the snfferera the relief' they needed. 
Tiie roada and bridges destroyed and injured 
hi.d to be rebuilt and repaired. All this 
rcijuircd a large outlay of money. Tho con- 
ciquence is that the expenditure has been 
maoh greater than was expected when last 
year's estimates were drawn up. And the 
diminished revenue caused by the hard times 
greiitly increased tho difficulties of the Gov 
ernnieut. It jbaa every Qoueible man aeei", 
the difficulty ia only toniporaty. Tho in- 
diiatrioB of tho country ore in a thriviug 
condition and the prospect in all parts 
of the Provinoe is oheeriog. Ihe Governor, 
therefore, was fully justified in directing 
aUcntion to tho hopeful condition of tho 
ii ' uatrica of tho Province. If, as ia confi- 
dently expected by thoee on this continent 
btst qualified lo form ^iu opinion on the 
business uituation, timosoontinue to improve, 
this Province will be in- a short time in a 
more flourishing condition than ever it was. 

The Governor was happily in a pooition to 
loform tho llouiio that tho Nukuep and 
Slocau liiiilwtiy, about wiiioh there v.aa so 
lunch croakiut; lu.;t yenr, ia completed and 
Is conimcucirig operations under tho 
happiest auspioes. Thoee wlio know moat 
about tho Kootenay country and its re- 
sources aro cor.fidoul that it will do a good 
business, will be moio than eolf-suBtniniog 
and will be of the greatest bonofit to tho 
oonntry to aooommodate which it has been 
built. . 

His Honor was also able to inform the 
House that steps had been taken to bring 
the Railway Rolt dispnte to a speedy settle' 
ment. The Attorooy.General has been In' 
defatigablo in his attempts to have that 
dispute adjusted, aud it is ovident 
that his efforts are about to lie 
crowned with suoaeai. The Premier has 
also used his Influence In Ottawa to such good 
effect that a joint departmental Commission 
is to be appointed, having for its object 
a report by expert eaginoers on the foaaibil- 
ity of a conipruheneivo scheme for tho pro- 
tection of tho FrBuer River Valley. This is 
tho first step towards the constrootlon of a 
great work whioh will be of the utmost 
value to the Provinoe. If the Premier auo> 
coeds, as wa believe he will, in getting that 
most useful and boneQcent work undor way 
he win have perfornitd a service to 
the Provinoe wbioh will never be 
forgotten — will in , fact' become one 
of Ita greatest benefaotora. We beliovo 
that it is literally impossible to place too high 
an estimate on a scheme which will have tho 
efToot of protecting tho Fraaor Rivor Valley 
from floods. 

Tho measures promised iu tho Speech aro 
not nnmetous, but they are all good and all 
required. It la not known as yet what pro- 
posals for railway extension will be laid be- 



fore the House, bub whatever they may be, 
wo are very sure the majority of tho mem- 
bora will give them the most careful oousld- 
oration and deal with them in a liberal and 
UrgO'inlnded way. 



AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

Tho decision of Mr, Justice Crcaeo in the 
important mining onse of Granger vs. Fo- 
thetiugham et al., will bn read with advan- 
tage and approval by all who tako an Interest 
in the progress of the mining industry of tho 
country. Thofaotsof the case are clearly 
sot forth In the judgment. To the lay 
reader who does not attach much Importance 
to legal toohnloalitios and nice law points, 
it appears to bo an instanoa of claim-jump- 
ing of a very aggravated kind. The man 
who jumps his neighbor's claim beoanse be 
happens to know that all formalities have 
not been properly complied with or tho re- 
quirements of the law not fully oarrlod out, 
even when there has been very little money 
spent ou the nlalm, Is looked upon us a mean 
fellow who ebould nob be encouraged by 
either the law or the community in whic^ 
ho lives. But tho olaim jumpor in this caso 
obtained his knowledge of tho mine owner's 
non-complianos with the law in tho most 
dishonorable manner possible. He, we find 
from Mr. Jnstioo Crease's deolsioni obtained 
from the Mining Reoorder employment in 
copying out the mining records at Qolden 
»nd at Donald. Whilo in this position of 
truat, and in the porformauca of tho duty 
for which he was no doubt well paid, ho dis- 
covered that cortAiu requirements of the law 
of very little apparent importance had not 
been oomplied with by Mr. Fotberingham'a 
agent — the pabllcatlon of an advertisement 
in tho British Columbia Gazette and thu filing 
with tho Mining Recorder of tho oertifi- 
oite of the year's work that had been done. 
The acting clerk, inatoad of informing tho 
mine owner or someone representing him, 
of the neglect, kept the knowledge of it to 
himself, and when he saw an opportunity 
took poaaeaaion of tho property, although 
tho owner of tho claim had spent upon it 
somo fifteen or twenty thousand dollars. 
Mr. Fotbericgham had complied with all 
the material requirements of the law neces- 
sary to enable him to obtain the Crown 
Grant with the exception we have named, 
and the claim jumper, taking an advantage 
of tho negloot or the forgetfulness of the 
owner's ageut, endeavored to atop in ond to 
poasees himself of all that had been honestly 
and faithfully done to improve and develop 
the claim. Such triokery and such treach- 
ery must be most hateful In the eyes of all 
lovers of fair dealing, and we are glad to see 
it denounced by Mr, Justice Crease in fit- 
ting terms. We are also pleased to find 
that tho law gives no couDtenanco to tho 
attempts of a sohomer to reap where be has 
not sown. 

It ia to be hoped that our legislators will 
devise aosae meaaure to prevent land sharka 
and mining sharks taking advantajgje of the 

ignorance or the negligence aa regards certi- 
ficates, of honest miners who faithfully fulfil 
tho requirements of the law in the matter of 
improTements. We do nob think that it 
would be very difiSonlt to find a way to 
baulk the shark and to aecnre to the bona 
fide minor, without putting him to the ez- 
ponaeof defending hia claim ia a court of law, 
tho fruits of hia expenditure and hia boneat 
labor. Wo are far from thinking that dis- 
regard of tho reqniremsBts of the law should 
bo encouraged in miners or in any other 
class, but aa many of the miners are not 
well posted in the law, andaa their agents — 
as in the case under consideration — may be 
neglectful, we think that timely warning 
on the part of mining recorders of failure to 
file necessary documents would have a 
salutary efject. At any rate we have a 
notion that lb would not be very difficult to 
make anoh a eobeme as was exposed and 
thwarted in the oaae of Granger va. Fother- 
ingham eb aL, impossible. 



long as the Government remains as ib is. 

Corruption is the great onemy of artny Im- 
provement in China. Tho thieves are of all 
ranks, and thoy rosort to all sorts of 
rascally dovlooe to accomplish their ends. 
Tho greater part of the money intended to 
supply the army 'Rflth wbab^it needs finds 
its way intoi the '^lookets of the thieves, 
ofliclal and other. It was said at one 
period of tho I'eniosular ^Wur that the 
British could not win any battles until a 
few army contractors wore hanged. If half 
that we read of Chinese picking and steal- 
ing ia true, the banging or the beheading of 
most of the mandarins in China of all grades 
is a neoeasary preliminary to army reform. A 
very largo proportion of them seem to be 
incorrigible thieves, and their Bpoody 
dccipitutlon appears to be absolutely necoa- 
sary to, as the French say, encourage the 
others. 

SUFFERING UNDER FREE TRADE. 

Those who are trying to make Canadians 
believe that farmers iu free-trade England 
arenotsufTdring, have undertaken a task of 
no ordinary dilllculty. The reason is simple. 
The facta are against them, Almost every 
English nuwapuper wo open contoins ovi- 
denco of the otrongest kind that agriculture 
in Great Britain is deplorably depresaod, 
and that there is not tho slightest prospect 
of there being any improvemenb either in 
the near or the distant future. This Is what 
tho Norfolk Chroniolo says about tho con- 
dition of aj;rioulturo in England : 

Oa Michaelmas D;iy notices of tenants to 
leave tboir farms fell like snowlUkos all 
\over tho country ; and who can wonder ? 
Ab present prloes io Is not a question of re- 
dootion of rent, for with no rent at all half 
Norfolk oannot be oultivatod. A grave 
crisis in the arable disttlots of England is 
f itst approaohing, and the Government and 
the general publio don'b care two straws 
about it. Wages have fallen i»nd the old 
hands have been discharged; but wo fear 
many really good farm Iabo:ers will find it 
difficult to obtiiin constant employment this 
winter. There io no improvement in tho 
corn trade. It ia not only that prices are 
ruinously low, but inferior grain cannot find 
buyers at ai y price. 

If undor tho protective eyetom farmers 
wero in such a condition as ia indicated by 
the above extract, free-traders in Eugland 
and elaewhero would immediately attribute 
the agricultural diatress to protection. They 
would declare, as they have done in Canada 
and tho United States, that it was owing to 
tho high duties imposed upon imports that 
farmers found it difficult to live comforta- 
bly and at tho same time moot their obliga- 
tions. Althtngh American, farmera have 
not eaoapsd the depreBslon that has almost 
paralyzed business on this side of the Atlan- 
tio, their complaint is not su bitter and so 
mournful as ia that of tho farmers of Great 
Britain, who have for nearly fifty years been 
enjoying the boasted advantages of almost 
abiolute free trade.

Every day brlnga ua news of defeats and 
dibuatoru iu China. The Chinese soldiers 
appear to be beaten in every engagement. 
Though superior In physique to the Japan- 
ese soldiers, [and not inferior in courage, 
they are unable to offer their little Invaders 
anything like a firm rcslstanoe. The reason 
of their incfTcctlvenoss la not far to seek. 
This IB what a Kusaiun traveller says about 
Chinese eoldiera : 

Chlnoau auldieru h>;>rcli aiiylion. Tl 
armament is iu tho largest dtgreo vuiied; 
ono liaa a rlllo, a second a aworii, a fnuiih 
ap;.ar — in fact, ho diverse ia I liia ariiinnunt 
t but it ia iiiipodBible 'o deaciibo llin vn 
tioPN. Tho non coniiniinionud oliii'.iTH pontoHB 
revolvtjrrt und aworda, but tho olli jera 
entirely unarmed. At liiat night Uiia Heeiiia 
reiiiaikiible, hut ono speedily beconiea 
cuHtomiid to this oharaoceristio peculi'irily of 
tho Chinese army ; tho more so when oiii 
suddenly rtoolleots that tho greater numljei 
of tho Chinese ufficora rccoivo no Bpcuiu 
training in tho kuowlodgo cf their dutitH 
and that ocurcoly a tenth part of them kutr 
oven how to shoot. , . , This latter i 
still more remarkable, bub is nevertheless a 
fuot. Shooting with the bow, on horseback 
or on foot, fencing and skill In carrying and 
hurling welghta— snob is the ayllabuu cf the 
presenb imperial examination for the hi^hmi 
grades, thab ia for Dootors of Military Sci 
enoe. Aa regards tho lower grades, they uro 
reoralb(/d from the servants of thu command- 
ers of the Army corps, from grooms und 
from meu oonduinned to military set vice by 
the civil mandarins, and aro still less udi^pt 
cd for their position than are tho higher 
grades. 

With snoh oMoera and suoh men, 

Napoleon or a Wellington could not win 
battles ugainat armies tolerably well dia 
ciplined und decently equipped. It is soon 
now that tho deauriptions of tho atuto of tho 
Chinese army which found their way into 
print in the early days of the war were not in 
the least highly colored. (rheOhinese aoldlers 
are as ill-disciplined and as badly equipped In 
every way as those who despised them 
most heartily asserted, and they aoquit 
thomseives even more despicably than was 
predicted,

Those who gathered ab the opening cere- 
mony yesterday could not fail to contrast 
the splendid appearance already presented 
by the handsome. modern block In course of 
erection for parliamentary and departmental 
purpoBos, wttfa the dilapidated little build- 
ing which has done snob good servioe in tbe 
pas., but now falls tar short of affording the 
accommodation required alike by the mem- 
bers of the legialatura and tho public inter- 
ested in their proceedings.

This guard was furnished by the 
Royal Marina Artillery, with tho baud of 
tho B.C.G.A , and waa in charge 
of Capt. Barnes, who waa the only ollioer lu 
the parade. The men, as was to bo uxpect- 
cd, presented a very neat and otherwise 
soldierlike appearance, and when they pro- 
eentod arms as a royal salute to tho Liuut- 
enant-Governor, upon hia arrival attended 
by Lieut, H. W. Gordon, R E , acting A.D. 
C, the movomenta were executed witli ma- 
ohino like preoiaion and alacrity. Tho band 
played throe bars of the national anthem, 
and Hia Honor having acknowledgoa tho 
salute passed Into tho building, proceeding 
first bo the library, where tho cllicera to 
form hia otafT had aasembled. Those were 
Lleut.-CoL G. A, R Rawatorne, R.M.A ; 
Lieut.. Col E. G. Prior, M.P . B.C.B.G.A ; 
Mrtjor H. H Muirhoad, R.E ; Lieut, and 
Commander P. A. Garfortli, R.N., attended 
by Sub Lieut. R. H. Shipstor, R.N.; Capt. 
A. W. Jones, Diatriot Paymaster ; Capt, 
A. C. rinmerfolt. Lieutenants C St. A. 
Pearse, F. B. Gregory, and W. Jameson, 
B C.Q.A., and Mr. F. A, Jacob, private 
secretary. Preceded by tbe ofEoers, 
who went two by two In order 
of seniority," "His " Honor ' entered the 
chamber, passing between the staff as they 
lined up on either side of the aisle, and took 
bis seat upon tbe Throne for a moment 
while the Provincial Secretary made the 
auatomary announcement that the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor desired that a Speaker should 
be elected before ho delivered the apeoch, 
Hia Honor with his immediate ottendants 
then retired to tho Speaker's room near by, 
the staff officers remaining, however, in the 
bIsIc. Then Mr. Ebarta repeated his mo- 
tion of four years ogo, nominating Hon. D. 
W. ll'gfjina for Speaker, in a graceful 
apeech ivhich was endorsed and added to by 
Mr. F. C. Cotton, who, acting as leader of 
tbe opposition in Mr. Somlin'a ahsenoo, 
aeoonded the motion, which being put by 
tho Clerk was unanimoualy agreed to. Tho 
Serpnanbat-Arma summoned the Lieuten 
ant- Governor, who having appeared Mr. 
Speaker went through tho formuU 
of making tho announcement of his ap- 
pointment, humbly declaring— in the phrases 
for that purpoao mado and providod-a 
modest acnae of inability to fulfil tho impor- 
font duties of tno office, and on behalf of the 
Ifg'alatlve nssembly humbly claiming all 
their undoubted rights and privilegea. To 
thia the Provincial Secretary replied, on he- 
half of Hia Honor promising all that had 
hzen asked. Tho Lieutenant Governor then 
read the apeeoh and retired, Mr. Speaker 
resuming the chair which for the time being 
ho had vacated and making the customary

FIRST DAY. 
MoUDAY, November 12, 1894. 
Xhe members, . having previously bcoo 
Bwoni by the Clerk, took their seats, and at 
3 p.m. the Lieotenant lSoveraor attended in 
state. 

Hon. Coi. Bakbr, provinoial seoretary, 
announced that His Honor did not see tit to 
declare the causes of summoning parliament, 
until a Speaker should bo elected. 
* His Honor thereupon retired. 

ELECTION OK SPEAKER. 

Mr Euekts, addressing tho Clerk, said it 
again became his pleasing duty to make a 
motion which he lelt sure would commend 
itself to every member, that being that 
David William Higgins, member for Ecqui- 
malt district, be elected Speaker. He paid 
a tribute to that gentleman for the manner 
in which during the last parliament he had 
discharged the duties of the oiEce, having 
been roost attentive and painstaking, and at 
all times fair in his decisions, whether ex- 
pressed in the heat of debate or after re- 
search. 

Mb. Cotton seconded the motion and 
also expressed a sense of appireoiation at the 
able and impartial manner in whioh Mr. 
Higgins bad performed the duties of 
Speaker, he having been impartial to all, in 
the heat of debate calming the passions of 
members on either side, and giving his de- 
cisions purely on the ground of right. Mr. 
Higgins' service in the past he thought 
marked him as the right man for tho pluca. 

The motion wos put by the Clerk and our 
ried without dissent, Mr. Hignins then 
being conduoted to the chair by the mover 
and seconder. 

Mr. Spkaker spoke briefly in acknowledg- 
ment of tho honor jaat conferred upon him. 
It was of course a mutter of much gratifioo- 
tion to him that now for the third time ho 
had been unanimously ohoeen to preside 
over the legislatu'e. Though he felt that 
he was not deserving of all the oomplimenls 
that had been paid to him, he would try 
harder than ever to deserve them. (Ap- 
planse, ) 

lieutenant-qovebnob's speech. 
' His Honor the Lieatenant-Uovernor hav- 
ing taken his seat and been made acquainted 
in due form with the eleation of a speaker, 
signified through the Hon. Provinoial Secre- 
tary his readiness to grant at all times the 
rights and privileges of the house ; and then 
read as follows : — 

Mr. Speaker and Oenllemcn of ^ihe Ldjisla 
live d Mcmhly : 

It ia with pleasure I welcome you to tho 
first session of a new house, and 1 hope that 
in tho performance of your duties you will 
make the seventh parliament memorable for 
tho wisdom and progressive character cf its 
legislation. 

The year which is now drawing to a close 
has been one of great financial depression 
throughout tho world, and, consequently, 
in common with other countries, the revenue 
has not come up to expectation. 

The floods of the present year, although 
happily unattended with loss of life, were 
productive of much damage to property, and 
expenditures became necessary in excess of 
the sums voted by the legislature, for the 
purpose of restoring means of oomniunioa- 
tfoh and extending relief to those in need. 

.The moneys required were raised, with 
the advice ot my ministers, by special war- 
rant, and you are called together at an 
earlier date than is usual, in order that you 
may ratify these and other expenditures de- 
manded in the public service, and also to 
consider an act for raising a loan to meet 
and be devoted to works of public utility. 

In extending relii { to sufferers from the 
flsods, I caused seed to be supplied to farm- 
ers who had lost their crops, with tho high- 
ly gratifying feeult that the produce has not 
bevn seriously diminished, and in some in- 
stances is equal to and greater than in 
former years. 

Absurdly exaggerated reports of loss of 
life and property incident to the floods were 
published broadcast at a time when tho ex- 
tent of damage was unknown. My minis- 
ters, however, took prompt' mbasnres to re- 
move an impression created thereby, which, 
if permitted to rethain, mast have seriously 
affected the welfare of the province. 

Since the last meeting of the assembly, 
the. province has had to deplore the death of 
one who for thirty-five years was its Chief 
Justice, the late Sir Matthew Baillie Begbie, 
by whose demise has been removed a cent- 
ral figure in British (Jclumbia's history, a 
man of distinguished ability, to whnse 
memory society owes a debt of gratitude for 
cstablishiot! our cil'^otive code of justice on 
firm and lasting foundations. 

Coal mining, which during the early part 
of tho year was for lack of profitable foreign 
demand restricted in its operation, exhibits 
signs of renewed activity, and the output 
promises largo increase. 

Tho commencement is evident of a healthy 
reaction in the timber industry, and rhe ex- 
ports of lumber hare been larger than in 
pn i:(;ding years. 

C,>aartz mining in Kootenay, and the in- 
auguration on u large scale, in Cariboo and 
elsawhero in tho province, of placer mining 
by improved hydraulic methods, have been 
most encouraging, and betoken an era of 
groat mining development in British Co- 
lumbia. 

Tho season's operations in salmon canning 
have been large ; the sealing industry has 
ezperieneed a suooetsfnl year, the fleet re- 
turning with an unprecedented eatoh ; and 
it is gratifying to observe that attention has 
been directed to deep-sea fishing, and that a 
regular trade has now been establislied with 
eastern markets. 

I am happy to state llia'. tho Nakusp and 
Slooanrailway isuoniplotod, and already largo 
bodies of ore aro being ahii>;)ed over it. The 
bonds authorized by tho act of last sesBion 
have been negotiated in Loudon, bearing in- 
terest at 4 per cent, per annum, and have 
been sold at a premium of 6 per cent. 

My Attornoy-(!(^nnrttI recently proceeded 
to Ottawa and disnusscd with tho members 
of tho Dominion cabinet terms of settlemout 
of tho long pending dicputo with reference 
to tho lands in tho railway belt. As a re- 
sult I expect to bn ublo to lay particulars nf 
a settlement before you during tho present 
session. During his visit to Ottawa an 
arrangement was also concluded for the 
issuance of a joint departmental commis- 
sion, having for its object a report by expert 
engineers on tho feasibility of a compre- 
hensive scheme for the proteotion of the 
iFrasor River valley, Papers on this subject 
will be. laid before you. 

The department of immigratlen has 
effected the location of a Norwegian oolony 
nf woll-to-do settlers in Bella Coola valley. 
Tho success of this effort will, doubtless, 
seouro tho establishment of future colonies 
of a similar character. 

Tho province has been favored with a visit 
from His Excellency tho Governor-General 
of Canada and his amiable consort tho Coun- 
tess of Aberdeen, and it ia highly satisfac- 
tory to know that on every hand Thoir Ex- 
cellonoies have mot with onthusiastic ex- 
pressions of woloomo, ond that they will 
take thoir departure with a warm and gon- 
«rnuB appreciation of tho loyalty of jfor 
Majesty's subjects in this portion of her Do- 
minions. 

Among measures to be submitted for your 
vonalderation will be an aot to amend the 



asseFsment act, a consolidated lion act, a 
small debts recovery act, an aot forgiving 
to cities the option of government by aom- 
miasionersiandan aot authorizing t he revision 
of the statutes. 

The subject of further railway exteneiou 
for the development of the resources of .the 
prcvinco will receive consideration, and 
should any practical proposal be' forthcoming 
it will be laid before you in due course. 

The estimates of revenuo and expenditure 
for the ensuing year to be shortly laid be- 
foro you will be found to bo framed with 
strict regard to economy and the require- 
ments of the public service. 

I now leave you to your deliberations in 
the confidence that your labors will be pur- 
sued with earnestness and zeal, and ^hat 
th*y will redound to your own honor and 
the advantage of this favored province. 
May the Supreme Ruler direct your efforts.

AI).IOUUK.MENT. 

Hon Mr Daviic moved that tho house at 
its risingdottaud adjourned until two o'clock 
on Thursday. 

Mii Cotton irnjuircd why. Ho repeated 
the objection which ho said had been made 
at the opening of the last two or three ses- 
sions, to thus losing several days at the very 
cutset. 

Hon. Mr Davie replied that he proposed 
adjournment until Thursday simply to meet 
tho conveniencQ of hon. members, severol of 
whom wore not yet in their places or pre- 
pared to discuss the business of tho houne. 
He thought tho hon. gentlemen opposite 
would have abundant opportunity during 
the session to save the lime of the house, 
and that they could do so simply by omit- 
ting to waste it.

workmen's WAGES BILL. 

The first bill of the eesiion, introduced by 
Hon. Mr. Davie yesterday, provides, with 
twenty-four olauses and a schedule for tho 
carrying out of the security proposed to be 
given, in brief to tbeeffecti that all wages to 
workmen shall be paid not less frequently 
than weekly, and that such wages when 
due shall be a first charge upon moneys due 
to any contractor or other employer. 

THE SAMOAN DIFFICDLTY. 

Renewal of HoBtlUtleB Imminent— Unpopu- 
larity of the Present Government. 

The latest aews from Samoa is to the 
effect that rumors of coming trouble are 
again prevalent there. Things are said to 
be as bad as before the intervention of the 
British and German warships. Tamasese 
declares that his submission was only in- 
tended to secure a truce and time for pre- 
paration, and the Aana tribe is still under 
arms. 

A correspondent of tho Sydney press v^rit- 
ing from Apia under date of October 5 says : 
" There Is no definite change in tho political 
situation, nor is it likely that tbero will be 
any further outbreak so long as the warships 
remain in harbor. The whole of the three 
islands— Upola, Savoii and Tutuila — 
arc in a state of ferment, but little 
is needed to bring about an out- 
break. Tho German warship Faiko pro- 
credcdjlast week to apart of Savaii and noti- 
fied a would be rebellious section of oncdis. 
tn'ot there that any measures in tho direc- 
tion of war would bo promptly stopped by 
the warships, and the ringleaders punished 
There can no longer bo any doubt; that tho 
present government is doomed. The Treaty 
cflicials are unpopular. Whatever feelings 
remained in favor of the present ofiijials 
have been entirely dispelled by their attend- 
ance at a gathering of pardonod political 
prisoners, whioh was organized by Mr. Rob 
ert Louis Stevoueon. Public feeliog is very 
strong against tho Treaty olficials lor hav- 
ing attended this gathering. As I am writ- 
ing a letter has been received by tho land 
commissioners from the leaders of tho rebel 
party, informing them that they will not be 
allowed to hold a sitting at Faloalili (a town 
in tho rebel district). This loiter has been 
communicated to tho consular authorities, 
who have invoked tho assistance of the war 
ships. What ia to beoomo of this nnfortun 
ate country is hard to say."

A LINEUAN SHOCKED.

Rowan was standing on tho ground 
stretching a wire, when suddenly ho re- 
ceived a shock of eltolricily that paralyz ni 
him. Tho wire ho was holding had coiiio In 
contact with u tramway oleciric light wire, 
through which some 'J, 000 volts were pass- 
ing. As tho current is an alternating one 
Rowan was unable to unclasp his liands 
from tho wire, which was slowly 
burning into tho llesh, and tho forco 
of tho electricity jerked him about 
and throw him on tho ground, whero his 
head struok with such violence as to stun 
him. A climber on top of a pole saw tho 
mishap and quickly shinning down out tb« 
wire and freed his unfortunate companion, 
who but for the prompt assistanoe would 
have been dead in a few minutes more. 
Rowan was carried into the Dallas, restora- 
tives applied and medical assistanoe sum- 
moned. By the afternoon be had pretty 
well recovered, save for his hands, whioh are 
very badly bnrned. Had the weather been 
dry the aooldent would not have ooourred, 
as both wires are covered with weather 
proofing. Tho rain had, however, soaked 
through and acted as a conductor. The city

IMPOETANT MINING SUIT. 



Men "Who Have Done Considerable 
Mining: Work Midntalned in 
Their Claim. 

■Jndgiueut by Mr. Justice Crease 
Minute Beview of All 
tlie Facts.

JUDGMENT. 

Grease, J.: This oase whloh was tried 

'before me without a jury at Vancouver on 
tho 2Gth uiid 27th of July kat, just before 
tho viiciitioD, is ono of coneidorablo import- 
oiico to tho mining community. It dia- 
■oloaea the attempt to wrost tho poaaoBBion 
of a clftiiii from u aot of mon who huvo done 
a groat deal of mining worli, and expended 
large sunia of inonoy on it in labor and 
maohinery, by onu who has done no work 
and Gxpendod nothing upon it. 

Usder theao oircumacancea it is not sur- 
prlaing that the learned counaol for cbe 
plaintitr in hia opening address should have 
deprecated all reference to the position and 
motives of the plaintifT, as an alleged prin- 
cipal in a jumping c&ae, and seek to confine 
the whole treatment of the matter in dia- 
' pute to abdtrnotpropoaitiona in law, and tho 
jjald oooatruction to bo placed upon sec- 
tions and parts of ecctiona of the gold min- 
ing acta on ivhiah ho roliea, on the aasump- 
tion that the ease of tho plaintiff is that of 
an innocent proupuotor aeeking by fair and 
lawful moans the enforcement of a legal 
right against a wrong doer. 

As the facts are numerous and somewhat 
involved a statement of the leading oiroum- 
etanoea of the ease and the practical efl'jot 
of the pleading! becomes indtopensable. 

9?he aotion ia to determine the title to a 
mine, and for its posaeision and for damages. 

The plaintiff claims to have a right aa an 
independent miner to the ownership of a 
claim o»lled tho " Safety." 

It runs over one which has boon worked for 
several years by the defendants, or some of 
tbenx, cilled the " Bobbie Burua" ; and on 
whioh, it ia not denied, the defondanta have 
expended in labor, machinery and roada 
upwards of $20,000. 

On tho " Safety " the plaintiff has expend- 
ed practically nothing. 

The "Bobbie Burns" was recorded on 
the 12ch May, 1891, by Archibald MoMurdo, 
in (what; ia called from bis diaoovery) the 
MoMurdo baiin, about 60 miles from 
Golden, on a branch of the Semilkameen 
river. 

The " Bobbie Burns " was recorded under 
i;he gold mining aot of 1891. 

Other two claims — the "Robert E, Burna" 
«nd the "Safety" — were recorded under 
the aot of 1893. 

The last two olaima aro virtually thoaame 
Kllalm ; they run mnch on tho same lines, 
.tmd both cover the " Bobbie Burns," 

The doouments and tranaaotions affeot- 
>inf( the "Bobbie Burns"— whioh I take 
first, as the first in order of record, are aa 
follows : 

On the 3rd August, 1891, Archibald Mo- 
Murdo being then the dtaooverer and aole 
owner of the " Babbie Bams " ; conveyed 
to John ]E)ogllih Askwlth, three-fourtha of 
hia intereac in that mine : retaining one- 
fourth in himself. 

On tho .'ird November, 1891, Aakwith con- 
veyed to Fotheringham aevon-oighths of hia 
three fourths— 

Later on Aakwith conveyed tho remain- 
ing oue-elght of hia said throQ-fourtha, leav- 
ing MoMurdo bis one-fourth. 

In September, 1892, MoMurdo made a 
written agreement (called a bond) with 
iFotheriogham to convey to him that remain- 
ing one-fourth intoroat. 

On -tth July, 1893, Fotheringham plvea 
Aakwith, hia brother-in-law, a power cf at- 
torney to doul with tho " Bobbie Burna." 

On the '22aA July, 189.3, rotheringham 
oonveya the " Bobbie Burns " to the de- 
fendants Ellis and Irving, (tvtth certain pro' 
visions as to the defendant, McCabe. ) 

On tho 3lBt July, 1893, MoMurdo gives, 
(in pursuance of the b»nd) a quit claim of 
all hia interest in the " Bobbie Burns " to 
'Potheringham. 

The iaatrumcnts recorded affecting the 
" Robert E. Burna " are aa followii : — 

On 29th July, 1893, record of " Robert E. 
Burna " filed at Golden by George MoCabe, 
one of the defendants. 

> On SlstJuly, 1893, a bill of sale given by 
■George McCabe to Fotheringham, in consid- 
eration of $500 of all his interest in the 
" Robert E. Burns-" 

As to the " Safety " claim the instru- 
.menta recorded were ;

All tboBO documents were produced and 
proved at the trial, 

Tho pk-adiuga, briefly Bkotched, commence 
with thi) Etiitoiiinnl of claim. 

That ninrely sets out the " Safety claim,' 

Tlio defonco is a general defence, and aotn 
out tliu poBBeaaiou. Tho amended and 
equltiible defence is, that MoCaba hod 
'J aki'cl out and recorded the "Robert E, 
Burua " and had agreed to convey it to tho 
defendants. 

Defendants therefore rely on the '* Robert 
iE Burns."

veyor, to survey the olalm, make and 
record the proper affidavits and doouments 
required by the mineral aot to entitle him 
to a Crowa grant— obtain the necessary 
certificates from the mining recorder, and 
insert the neoessary notices t 1. In the Kel- 
son papera. 2 also in the British Colum- 
bia Gazette, and 3. To file the same with 
tho mining recorder, and, with the neces- 
sary cortilicute of improvement, get the 
Crown grant. 

Mr, Aakwith returned in 1893 expecting 
to find a Crown grant, and all his orders 
oomplied with. 

Instead of that, he found that his in- 
atruotiona had not been complied with — ex- 
cept that tho notice had been inserted in the 
Nelson papers. 

This, though far abort of his inatructiona, 
ia ao far conlirmatory of tho fact that the 
work wua done, and the instructions on tho 
part of the owner given, as defendants 
alleged. 

Tao notice was not inaerted in tho British 
Columbia (jii/.Qtto, nor was tho cprtilioate of 
the yotir'awork (fromlL'ChMay, 1892, to 12th 
Mi»y, ISy.'!), obtnined and recorded, 

i'lndiiig thie, one (ieorgo McCabe engaged 
to atukf a new claim in a uow name, Inolud- 
ing within ita limits the " Bobbie Burna." 

Thia w»B done, and the now claim, now 
called tho " Robert E. Burns," waa atakoil 
out, located and recorded by McCabe iu hia 
own natiio. This waa tllected with tho aa 
aistunce of David Diekoy and Mitnuel Ualn 
ard, who appeared as witnesses, and ono 
Kury who waa not oallod. The former two 
proved the correct staking. 

And, as a jury, I am of opinion, from a 
consideration of all tho evidence, that the 
claim "Robert E Burns" was properly 
staked and recorded, and ia a valid and sub- 
sisting claim, the 1894 work done thereon 
having been duly done, proved in detail, und 
recorded by McCabe, as by the oertifioate of 
the 20th July, 1894, more particularly ap- 
pears ; and all this I find accordingly. 

It has been objected, that by teocion , 29, 
McCabe should have obtained the written 
permission of the Gold Commissioner to 
make this new looation, but X am of opinion 
that, having made thtain his ownname, and 
having afterwards made his own voluntary 
independent bargain with Fotheringham on 
transferring it to him on the Slat Jnly, 
1893, (as by exhibit "B" and the evidenoo 
on the point appeara,) which he could 
not have been compelled to do — that objeo- 
tion falls to the ground. 

It has also been objected, that his claim, 
" Robert E. Burns," woa wrongly staked, 
and was invalid, because, by section 14 of 
the Mineral act, while he staked the right 
breadth of 1.500 feet, he exceeded tho maxi- 
mum length of 1500 feet ; and that therefore 
hia staking is invalid. 
But tho worda of tho act are as follows : 
" Any free minor desiring to locate a min- 
eral claim shall, subject to tho provisions 
with respect to land whioh may be used for 
mining, ontor upon the same and locate a 
plot of ground meaauring, where possible, 
but not exceeding 1,500 loot In length by 
1,500 feet in breadth, in aa nearly as poeai- 
ble a rectangular form, that is to aay," etc. 

Now, a glance at a ocrreob aketoh of tho 
locality would show that all the throe claima 
iiro atakod so much on tho same lines on the 
north and west aides and these contain ex- 
actly tho same right aogle, sach of the two 
sides forming whioh is exaotly 1,500 feet 
long, that the construction ot the 1,500 feet 
•quare sp^oified in theaotfoUowB as a mat- 
ter of oonrse. 

So that all the excess in length, over 1.500 
feet, of the Robert E. Burna can bo cut oil 
with exact preolsion by a line parallel to 
the south and.north boundary lines of the 
Robert E. Burns without interfering with 
the direction of the looation line of that 
olalm (of whioh the evidence eatisfiea me as 
a jury) ; and the provincial Und surveyor ia, 
by Seotion 14 — four lines above aub-seotion 
(a) — empowered to move No. 2 post, and In- 
ferontially any other post, "for the correc- 
tion of the diatauce," which ia exactly what 
la wanted here. And I have already siid 
generally, and the evidence satitfioa me par- 
ticularly, that tho claim ia properly stikcd, 
with properly recording lawful posts, in 
compliance with the aot. 

Indeed, it is but reasonable and common 
senee that when a olalm is Staked by other 
than actual surveyors, as by ordinary miners 
unskilled in actual measurements on the 
ground, such changoe, not affooting the 
previous rights of adjaoent ownera, muat 
very frequently take plaoe under the eye 
and orders of tho regular authority under 
tho act. 

By tho portion of the ground complained 
of ua overataked In this Instance, no other 
person's right was interfered with. That 
portion was entirely below the " Safety " 
claim ; indeed, the " Safety " claim was not 
in existence till two months after the 
" Robert E. Burns " was staked. 

There la nothing substantial, therefore, in 
thab objection. 

M(jro )ver, I cannot find anything in. tl e 
aot by whloti auoh exoeas of Itself works a 
forfeiture. 

If it did, no claim could bo retained'by a 
proapoctor unless it were laid out und aiuked 
with mathomarioal precision, in the first 
inabanoe, by eomo duly qualified surveyor ; 
and that, in practice, seldom if over occura ; 
and la not called for by the neooeaitiea of tho 
case nor in accord with tha apirit and inten- 
tion of the act. 

I consider, therefore, that while liable 
hereafter to thia rectification or, aa tho act 
calls it, " correction of diatance," the 
" Robert E Burns" is aubstantially propJ| 
eily staked in complianoa with and within 
the protection of the act, and is a good valid 
and subalstiog claim. 

And DOW, while upon this subjuot, I soo 
no valid or good reason why tho owner of a 
claim who, by the prooens laid down by sec- 
tion 27 of tho Act of 1891, can abandon a 
whole olaim ; since " omno majul oontinet 
in SB minus " may not, by the same prqpess, 
abandon any specific portion of a olalm — 
provided be specify and record inoh aban- 
donment. 

Holdinfc therefore, as I do, tbab the 
" Robert E Burns " is a valid and subsist- 
ing claim, it follows as a matter, of oonrse 
that the "Safety" claim ia not a 'legal 
claim ; for, irreepoctive of the defect in one 
post, whioh as a jury I consider proved — 
and whioh injuriously affeots the record— it 
ia made on ground which is neither waste 
Und of the Crown, nor abandoned nor for- 
feited luud, but iu tho legal occupation of 
other persons ; to wit the defeodanta in 



thls'oaae, by purchase from the recorder of 

it— McCabe. 

And here I must digress for a moment to 
interpose a remark, that the §.'500 In the 
sale to Fotheringham does not represent all 
the consideration he received. While that 
was the substantial part of it (for tho value 
of the olaim is still In nubibus), he also was 
to receive a certain valne in the stock of a 
prospective company. But thia he waa 
quite entitled to do, and it did not there 
fore make him either a oo-owner or agent of 
tho other defendants. It did not even re 
quire him to hold a miner's oertificate in 
order to keep hia shares. 

There is another reason for the above oon 
elusion, which, despite the deprecation of 
the learned counsel for the plaintiff, I think 
militates against tho plaintiffs right to 
stake out a olaim over another, the etieot of 
whioh would be to oust the title of the de- 
fendants — that is the mode in which the in- 
formation whioh led to the attempt was 
acquired. 

He who oomea for equity, must do equity. 
The plaintiff himself bore witness in the 
box, and the evldecoa was drawn from him, 
that while doing busineas aa a miner and a 
mine dealer, he obtained employment from 
the Mining Recorder in copying out the gov 
ernment mining rt cords at Golden and at 
Donald ; that it was May 1893, while copy 
ing out snob records at Golden, that bo ilia 
covered the slip made on the 12th May, 
1893, through the laohca of Harry Cummlna, 
tho surveyor employed on Fotberinghaiii'n 
behalf, to comploto the survey, notices, alH 
davits and corttfioatea required by the act, 
as preliminary to obtaining the Grown 
grant of tho " Bobbie Burna." 

Ho claims that he waa allowed by the 
Minirtr Recorder, at tho siuuc time that lie 
was so employed — living, too, foraome time 
iu his house, having oonstaut uoccaa, iu tbu 
coureo of bis duty to the govnrnment tn the 
rocorda — to practice bis calling aa a mining 
agent ; in other worda allowed to look out 
biota iu mining titles — a perinieeioii wliic 
the Mining Recorder, who appeared ua a 
vulunteer witnesa at tho trial, had no riKhl 
whatever to grant, and plaintiffas an honor- 
able man while in such employ had no liglit 
to accept. 

Tho Recorder, if ho had suoh u right, 
could have exoroiaod it himaolf. Now, no 
poraon in government omploy i^ allowed to 
expoao or himaelf take advantage of diacov 
oriea which ho mukoa to the prejuuico of 
others in the courae ot auch employ. It is 
no answer to say that the public have free 
access to and uin freely search all ndning 
records— that is perfectly true and proper, 
auh 7noc?o— but a public oflicer, entrusted 
with tho charge of public mining records, can 
only (except in exceptional oaaea, auch aa a 
record coming in at night in a raco to record 
aome now dUcovery, where five minutes 
may make all the diffdrenoe) allow anyone 
to come in and search anch records, or make 
his own, ezoept within reasonable hours in 
the day, and then only, for very obvious 
reasons, in the presence of the Beoorder or 
someone duly authorized in his stead to pro- 
tect the records, whioh are frequently the 
only title whioh the working miner has to 
sometimes a vast amount of property. 

Any trifling with, or irregularity or fav- 
oritism in the keeping, or giving access to 
the records at unusual times, if known, will 
breed such a distrust amooe the mining 
population aa will aerioualy affect their con- 
fidence in that department'; a result which 
ia earnestly to be deprecated, as it would bo 
followed by all manner of evil conscquencas 
to the mining interests of that part of the 
country. 

While honeat working and expenditure cf 
capital, which was undeniably tho case 
here, in the opening and exploration of the 
mining ground, and in the employment of 
labor, stiould be within lawful limits en- 
couraged ; 

While mere colorable working, or neglect 
of working, should, nnder the atriagent prO' 
viaiona of the aot in that behalf, be 
followed by forfeiture of tho privileges 
whioh the holders have beeu proved by ex 
perience unworthy to retain. It is of the 
utmost publio importance in a mining 
country requiring the aafe inveatinent of 
oipital for ita development and the steady 
employment of labor, that the practice of 
jumping claims by persona— who, not work 
ing themaelves, make a busineas of 
bunting for accidental or unintentional 
slips in reoorda happening to men more en- 
gaged in hard work underground, than ac- 
customed to clerical hard-working (prospeo- 
tors, who undergo infinite labor and hard- 
ships in bringing hidden wealth to light) — 
ahould be discouraged ; as they alwaya have 
been by this oonrt. They are the parasites 
who always bang about rich mining oampa. 

Long experience in mining camps, includ- 
ing Britlab Columbia itself, from Cariboo 
downward, shows that there is no more fer- 
tile source of Inreourlty of investments (and 
money is a aensitive plant) ill-blood, ill-feel- 
ing, not unfrrquently culminating in vio- 
IcnoQ and bloodshed — than the practice of 
what I'l known to miners by the terms of 
jumping claims. 

For tlie reasons already given, and after a 
most careful consideration as a jury, aa well 
as judge, of all tho sections of tho Gold Min- 
ing acta, evidence, and arguments adduced 
on both sides, I find myself conelraiDed to, 
and accordingly do give judgment for tho do- 
fendanta, with the uaual accompaniment of 
coat a,

The statement of revenue and expenditure 
for the fiscal year shovva that tho nnt 
revenue fell §197,546 below that of 1892 9,3, 
but an examination of the details given re 
veals tho fact that more than threo fourlha of 
the deficiency, or in round figurea $150,000, 
waa on account of land aales, so much more 
land having passed into private hands in the 
one year than in the other. Tho apecial 
item of educational refunds of $40,000 re- 
ceived in 189.'j almost makes up all the 
rest of the diCForence. Other heada 
ahowing a oonaiderablo falling off in the 
revenue are real property and wild 
land tax §16,000, due to tho formation of 
new municipalities, and tho not unwelcome 
diminution of $13,000 in tho amount re- 
ceived aa proportion of tho poll tax under 
the Chinese reatriction act. Tho renewed 
activity of the timber trade had its elTeot in 
the increase of the receipts from timber 
royalties and licenaea. The tollowing la an 
abstract of the statement :

The Southern seas appear to be witness 
Ing an unusually large number of ship' 
wrecks just now. Pltab it waa H. M. S, 
Ringarooma. Then the merohant akosmer 

Rodondo came to grlof, and later still the 
Waiapn. ParLloulnrs of the laat-mcutioned 
disaster were of course not obtainable when 
the Miowera ssilsd for Victoria ; her papers 
contain, however, full details of the other 
two aooidenta. H.M,S. Blagarooma is now 
in dock, and, thanks to good seamanship 
displayed by heroffioera, very little Injured, 
The Rodondo is still piled up whore ehe 
struck on Pollock reef, near Israelite bay, 
Woatorn Aostralia, and will bo a total loaa. 
Twelve survivors of tho ill fated ateamer 
were picked up in one of tho ahip'a boats 
by the tr.idinf; aohooner Graco Djrling, 
and tho Rodono'a ohief cliiocr, who 
was in charge of tho boat, reported that the 
htoamer struck at 2 a.m. on Oat. 7, and was 
totally wrecked. There wore several fatal- 
ilies. Tho exact number drowned is un- 
known, hut all the oflicera and crow are 
saved. It was gathered from a converaa- 
with some of the boat's crow that one pao- 
songor shob hiinaelf with a revolver while 
atriiugllng iu tho watoi. 

Wnen the ahip atruok the passengers and 
the Sremen ruahed the boats, two of 
which were hanging in the davits, The 
weight broke tho davits, precipitating the 
occupants of tho boat into the water, where 
some paid the penalty of their rashness. 
The Rodondo being to far out of her course 
ia accounted for by the foot that a (even-ton 
boiler was oarried as deck' Cargo, and this 
affected the oompaaaes. The offisers of 
the boat picked np by the Grace 
Darling wece the ohief oiEcer, tho 
third officer,' the chief engineer, the 
seoond engiaeer, throo acainen, throe 
stewards and one passenger, who volun- 
teered to leave the ialand m acarch of uid. 
Tho boat left South Eist ialund at 2 p ni, on 
Sunday, and when picked up at 8:;iOp.ni. 
they hud hicn twiiQty.four"houra on cuo 
biscuit and n chop each, Tho oaptuiii ol 
tho 'irr.co l).irling waa tho first to see alight 
at .lliddlo iulaiKl, and struck by the un- 
UHUul ciroinriHtanco ho horo round, and after 
some trnuljle got them safely aboard, fed 
them and iniuiediatcly started for 8outh i'^ ist 
ialand to tako off tho uiifortuuutes. Nothing 
tvia savid froin the ship. Tlie vemel Hooted 
for buu twelve hours uftcr striking and then 
sank utcrQ foremost. 'J'ho pusseiigtrs vsere 
in u pitiable plight^aa regards clothing. 

Tho survlvora loft the ateamer in eoven 
bouts and two rafts, and it ia marvellous 
how thoy made a landing on the spot whera 
they were found by tho Gruco Darling, tho 
rooks barely afford iug a landing for scale. 
Very many attempts had to bo made before 
tho ahipwreckud people were safe On board 
the schooner, and numerous inatunooa of 
.titsroiann were given by Lho crews of both 
Voteols.
